Manion Answers 
Dr. C. F. Potter On 
‘Mercy Killing’ 


Notre Dame Law Dean 
Says Proponents Overlook 
The Morality Involved 


Notre Dame—Dean Clarence E, 
Manion, of the College of Law at 
the University of Notre Dame, 
pointed to “mercy killing” as “sui- 
cide” and declared that self-de- 
struction is the “most. horrible of 
all crimes against God and. Man 
because ... it invades the prero- 
gative of the Almighty by delib- 
erately rushing into the Divine 
Presence before we are called 
there.” 


Dean Manion made this state- 
ment January 15, over the coast- 
to-coast hookup of the Mutual 
Broadcasting System. Appearing 
on the “Newsweek Rebuttal Pro- 
gram,’ Dean Manion replied te 
the statement of Dr. Charles F. 
Potter, President of the Eutha- 
nasia Society, that “euthanasia is 
not murder.” 


In his statement, Dr. Potter ob- 
jected to those who were compar- 
ing Dr. Herman N. Sander (Man- 
chester, N.H., doctor who has 
been indicted on a first degree 
murder charge in the “mercy 
death” of a critically 1l woman 
cancer patient) to murderers like 
John Dillinger. Dr. Potter said 
that “murder is killing with mal- 
ice aforethought; voluntary euth- 
anasia is killing with mercy afore- 
thought.” 


Dean Manion, in his rebuttal 
over the Mutual Broadcasting 
System. replied that “voluntary 
euthanasia is death by request 
and death by request is suicide.” 


Dean Manion continued: “Euth- 
anasia is thus like helping one te 
pull his own teeth in order that 
he may thus end the habit of 
biting his fingernails. By the 
same formula one can end the 


pains of incurable disease by trad- | 


ing it for the eternal pains of 
Hell.

Educate For Purity 
Find Causes For Sex Offenses, 


Not Symptoms, Bishop 


Advises 


In Statement On Nation's Problem 


(The shocling plethora of sex crimes, mounting steadily all 
over the nation, is the grave concern of all branches of society— 
parents, churchmen, law enforcers, medical men, and others. Medi- 
cal men and law experts seem agreed that society’s moral code 
has degenerated to a point where man no longer regards women 
as inviolate. Immodesty in women’s dress; stimulation of youth- 
ful curiosity by sexy comic books, movies, and literature, and 
street-corner gangs have been advanced as some sources for such 
crimes. In the light of the situation, Bishop John F. Noll of Fort 
Wayne, has written a series of articles dealing with sex crimes. 


This is the first article.)

Principal offenders in the wild 
sex orgy which has been sweeping 
the nation and causing anxiety in 
the hearts of parents, are youths 
only one year removed from high 
school, according to J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 


Radio commentator Jimmy Fid- 
ler has criticized motion picture 
producers who emphasize the “sex 
appeal.” He reminds them that 
the “A” pictures may be more 
costly to produce but always have 
drawn larger patronage. 

Only recently in London, Lady 
Astor declared: “I do not think 
young people are sexy, but they 
are having it thrust upon them by 
constant and insidious reminders.” 
She pointed the accusing finger at 
film advertisements which she said 
were often “misleading, sexy and 
filled with...glamorous half- 
naked women.” 


Nothing is eccomplished by 
treating merely: symptoms. We 
must look for the causes and re- 
move them. This might imply cen- 
sorship of pornographic maga- 
zines, lascivious contents of the 
so-called pocket books, and a more 
rigorous approacl. to the movies. 


Many Too Unreasonable 


There are many people who are 
just a little too unreasonable 
about censorship as it applies to 
the printed word. If they were 
equally unreasonable to its appli- 
eation to otaer matters, then there 
would be no “pure food” laws. The 
principle is the same whether it 
be applied to the body or to the 
mind. Have we not laws which 
forbid injurious drugs, narcotics, 
marijuana cigarettes, which forbid 
the adulteration of food, which 
prescribes the pasteurization of 
milk ? 

When high school children read 
lewd literature, when they fre- 
quent suggestive movies, it is nat- 
ural for them to become sex con- 
scious, and what they think much 
about is what they are strongly 
ca to reduce to action. 

1’ Director Hoover tells us 
that sex crimes have increased 
greatly since 1947, the very time 
that sex instruction was _ intro- 
duced as a part of the curriculum 
of many public schools. I could 
quote a score of the most highly 
reputed psychiatrists and physi- 
cians who maintain that classroom 
instruction on sex only arouses the 
sex impulse, and that in this case 
knowledge does not suppress but 
rather excites the animal instinct. 


Educate In Modest Way 


This does not mean that the 
child even under high school age 
should not be instructed on the 
subject of sex, but rather that 
such instruction should be given. 
in small doses, at different inter- 
vals, by a parent and in a modest 
way. 

The Christian religion through- 
out the has always taken the 
attitude that people should be edu- 
cated towards chastity, towards 
purity; that when this is done the 


child’s mind will be on the acqui- 
sition of virtue rather than on the 
revention of the spre vice. 
ne who is doing his best to culti- 
vate the virtue of patience will not 
easily become angry; the one who 
aims at temperance will not be- 
come intemperate; and the one 
who strives to live purely will not 
easily fall from virtue. On the 
other hand, feed the child’s mind 
ge sex, and “as he thinks so will 
e do,” 


The publishers of “sex books” 
are the ones who profit most by 
the sex consciousness. Observing 
that people are acquiring the ap- 
petite, they see to it that the op- 
portunity will be given them to sa- 
tiate it. New books of that char- 
acter come off the press once or 
twice a month. Several large pub- 
lishers specialize in these, and 
that they are interested in having 
the situation aggravated in order 
that their sales might become 
greater, is clear from the volum- 
inous circular literature which 
goes out to youths all over the 
nation. 


We are talking about moral 
matters, but since a moral citizen- 
ry is needec if our nation is not 
to meet the fate of many once 
powerful nations of antiquity, 
every organ of publicity should 
lend itself not merely to a cam- 
paign against unchastity, but 
rather to a crusade for chastity 
among youths, When he was in- 
stalled as chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Denver, Albert C. Ja- 
cobs, former Columbia University 
Provost, told more than 5,000 per- 
sons that the United States was 
presently in greater danger of. in- 
ternal collapse than of foreign in- 
vasion. He denounced those who 
identify freedom with license, or 
use it as a “cloak for the charl- 
atan or propagandist.” 

We believe in taming the wild 
horse. St. Paul believed that he 
must “keep his body under sub- 
jection.” But many Americans act 
on the theory that children should 
be allowed to follow their urges. 
Ir fact that was a feature of pro- 
gressive education a few years 
ago but it had tm be discarded. 
Even the most noted evolutionist 
in the world today, DeNouy, auth- 
or of “Human ,Destiny,” holds that 
at the moment intelligence and 
free will were given to what is 
now the human being, it became 
his duty to periect himself, to ex- 
ert a mastery over the animal part 
of him, and pursue things of the 


spirit.

Thus far most of our work in 
human conservation has been re- 
medial. Provision has been made 
for those on relief; assistance has 
been given to the unemployed and 
the disabled; the sick and the aged 
have been provided for. 


But there is another problem 
which has been staring us in the 
face for many years. Because it is 
neither so urgent nor so threaten- 
ing as was the depression, we have 
not given it the attention it de- 
serves. That problem is the prob- 
lem of supporting children in our 
American families. ially as a 
result of this short-sightedness, 
which throws upon parents the en- 
‘tire economic burden of caring for 
their children, we find ourselves 
threatened with the prospect of a 
declining population and nation of 


old people. 

We kave in recent years heard a 
great deal about the advantages of 
distributing wealth as widely as 
possible. If more people have 
money more people will be able to 
buy autos and radios, furniture and 
electrical appliances, books and 
magazines. Consequently more 
people will be employed in these 
and in other businesses and indus- 
tries. Consequently again incomes 
will be more widespread. Hence 
good economic sense would seem to 
recommend that every family re- 
ceive as much income as it can 
normally use for its needs. If this 
economic principle be correct—and 
many economists would agree with 
power should be put into the hands 
it—then certainly more purchasing 
of potential consumers. What bet- 
ter way of increasing purchasing 
power could there be than by put- 
ting supplementary income where 
it not only can be used, but is abso- 
lutely necessary? It would be a 
strange myopia that would over- 
look the tremendous advantages of 
this socially desirable remedy of 
Family Allowances.

These are called supple-| 
mental because they are not a part | 
of the wage earners salary, but 
something additional given to him 
precisely because he has the added : 
responsibility of rearing children. | 
Wages, as we know are based on! 
work done, not on the number of | 
children in the home so the single | 
man and married man with a | 
family get the same rate of pay. 
for similar work. Obviously any | 
adjustment in wages will not help | 
the relative position of the father | 
who brings up a family. : 

The idea of Family Allowances is | 
both sensible and practical. It is 
sensible betause the system recog- | 
nized that a wage earner is tre- | 
mendously handicapped if he must | 
rear a family on an income that is | 
no greater than that of an un- 
married man or childless couple of | 
his own socio-economic class. It is | 
practical because there appears to | 
be no other way in which a man) 
can be helped to do an adequate | 
job of supporting a family—except | 
by such a system. The constant | 
needs of a growing family are not 
at all theoretical. They are as real | 
as scuffed shoes, torn and out- 
grown clothes and alarmingly in- 
adequate quantities of bread and 
butter. 

The answer to this problem has 
been found in more than fifty coun- 
tries of the world by Family Al- 
lowance Systems. Australia and 
New Zealand were the first coun- 
tries to adopt this legislation and 
were followed in quick succession 
by Argentine, Belgium, Brazil,

The United States is probably 
closer to a general Family Allow- 
ance law than most people realize, 
In fact on April 6, 1946, a Family 
Allowance bil? was introduced into 
Congress by Senator Langer of 
North Dakota.

on Education and Labor but was Y : 


rejected by this committee. In com- 
menting upon the action of the 
Senate Committee it must be ad- 
mitted that their decision was wise, 
because the provisions of the Lang- 
er Bill were unsatisfactory, inas- 
much as if provided for cash grants 
to be paid to parents at the birth 
of their second child and at the 
birth of each additional child. More 
practical provisions must be made. 
It would be much wiser to extend 


rather than pay them in a lump 
sum. 

Nevertheless Senator Langer 
has done splendid pioneering by his 
calling the attention of the country 
to this great need for Family Al- 
lowances and it is hoped that the 
principle behind his plan will be 
recognized and acted upon. 

Opponents of Family Allowances 
say that such legislation will tend 
to reduce initiative and a sense of 
responsibility in parents. This is a 
serious question and challenges the 
whole present trend of government 
not only in the United States but 
throughout the world Governments 
everywhere are taking a more ac- 
tive interest in the lives of ordin- 
ary citizens. There is a potential 
danger that this increased activity 
on the part of the state not only 
threatens universal democratic 
participation in public affairs but 
will slowly lead us to accept some 
such state as Hayek outlines in 
his “Road to Serfdom” State ac-

To Fight Bigotry 


ps the address of William John Tucker, of the University 


of Arizona, from which we have quoted in the past few 


|} weeks, an appeal is made to fair-minded Americans of all 
-| faiths and of no faith to join Catholics in an effort to bring 


the world back to God. We quote Professor Tucker: 


And now | come to a point which is of the greatest 
importance. We may agree to disagree on other matters, but 
‘we ought to be of one heart and of one mind in our attac4- 


jment to genuine Americanism, Such a political unanimity is 


part. of our inheritance. Catholics and Masons and Protes- 
tants were among the founders of this country. With one 
voice they said: “In building our Constitution, the great 
instrument of our new government, we will forget the horrors 
and barbarities, the cruelties and atrocites of the religious 
persecutions of the past. We will only remember that almost 
simultaneously Roger Williams, a Protestant, in the forests 
of Rhode Island, and Lord Baltimore, a Catholic, in the 
wilderness of Maryland, proclaimed religious liberty to the 
world, based upon the sublime declaration of the Nazarene, 
when He said: “Render, therefore, unto Caesar the things 
which are Caesar’s, and unto God the things that are God’s.” 


1 am merely stating a fact: In this country, according 
to the principles of our Constitution, there is an absolute 
divorcement of Church and State. It is, therefore, permissible 
for me, a Catholic, to take my stand before my fellow citizens 
as an American and appeal to them as Americans. If they 
say to me: “But, sir, you are a Catholic!” Il answer without 
hesitancy: “That has absolutely nothing to do with the case. 
That | am a Catholic is quite true; but under the Constitution 
of this country, my Catholicism is purely religious in char- 
acter and as, in this country, there is no law prohibiting the 
free exercise of religion, and as no religious test shall ever 
be required as a qualification for office or public trust, it 
seems quite evident that religion, according to our dwn prin- 
ciples, has nothing whatever to do with my position and 
rights as an ordinary American citizen.”

Because He claimed to be God, 
and He worked many miracles to 
back up that claim. 

_ But did Jesus actually claim to 
be God? Listen: 
He Swore To It 

When Christ was on trial before 

the high priest, He was asked un- 


der oath if He were the Son of|,,, 


God. Now, that high priest wasn’t 
asking if Christ were a Jew or a 
faithful follower of the divine law; 
when he used that expression “Son 
of ” he meant it in the true 
and literal meaning of those words. 
And the question was so phrased 
that if Jesus answered Yes, there 
was no reason to seek further rea- 
son for putting Him to death. 
When a man claims to be God, he’s 
committing blasphemy, and under 
Jewish law, blasphemy was a cap- 
ital erime. It meant death. 

According to St. Mark’s Gospel, 
Jesus answered the high priest's 
question by saying “I am.’ 
the high priest cried out, “He hath 
blasphemed. What further need 
have we of witnesses? You have 
heard the blasphemy.” — So the 
court agreed that because of His 
answer, Christ deserved death. 

Mind you—Christ could have 
saved Himself by saying No, or 
even by hemming-and-hawing ever 
so little. But he didn’t. He stood 
His ground. Then a few hours 
later when Pontius Pilate hesitated 
to sign Our Lord’s death warrant 
merely for claiming to be King of 
the Jews, the mob got furious and 
cried out: “We have a law, and 
according to the law he must die, 
for he made himself the Son of 
God.” And as He hung on the 
Cross, they teased and insulted 
Him. And what did they say? I 
quote: “He said he was the Son of 
God”; “If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross.” 

The whole New Testament is 
crowded with evidences of Christ’s 
claim. For instance, whatever in 
the world made the high priest 
even think of asking such a ques- 
tion? He didn’t just pick it out of 
the air. It must have been one of 
Our Lord’s most famous teachings. 

So if anyone asks us how we 


Siknow that Christ claimed to be

divine, we have our answer cut and 
dried: He was put to death pre- 
cisely because of that claim and 
for no other reason. 

Well—it’s one thing to make a 
claim, but it’s something else again 
to back it up. Did Jesus prove His 
claim ? | 

Miracles of All Sorts 


He did ... by His miracles. 
A miracle is the doing of some- 
thing that can’t be done by natural 
means. It’s beyond human power. 
It’s instantaneous—an act of the 
will. When we human beings want 
something done, it’s not enough for 
us just to sit down and will it. We 
have to get busy and do it. With

knowing that we’re being confront- 
ed by a message from God. 

Since Christ claimed to be God, 
we'd expect to find Him working 
miracles by His own power. The 

triarchs and prophets of the Old 

w had worked many a miracle, 
but they always made it clear that 
the wonder was being worked by 
God’s rather than by their own 
power. Not so with Jesus. He 
worked every miracle with calm 
assurance in His own name. And 
then He appealed to them in so 
many words as proof of His claim. 


“If you will not believe my 
words,” He told His listeners, “then 
lieve my works, they give testi- 
mony of me.”—‘“If I do not the 
works of my Father, do not believe 
me. But if I do the works of my 
Father and you will not believe 
me, then believe my works that 
you may know and believe that the 
Father is in me and I in the 
Father.” 


Can we be sure that these mir- 
acles actually took place? Our 
answer to that is Yes, without a 
shade of hesitation. And out of 
the great mass of proof, I’m going 
to choose only one significant fact. 
It’s simple, and at the same time 
That fact is the 
acceptance of His miracles by the 
Jewish people of Our Lord’s own 
time. 


Religion and the Jews 


For thousands of years the Jews 
have shown themselves singularly 


tenacious in their religious convic- | — 


tions. They were trained to that 
stubbornness by God Himself. Dur- 
ing the ages before the coming of 
the Messias, it was their place in 
God’s plan to hang onto the know- 
ledge and worship of the invisible 
Jehovah—the one mighty Spirit 
ruling the universe. It took great 
effort on their part, surrounded as 
they were by crowds of idolatrous 
and pagan barbarians. But they 
played their part remarkably well. 
God’s truth was handed down from 
generation to generation, and in the 
course of time the Jewish people 
developed that stout resistance to 
change in religious affairs that is 
perhaps their chief characteristic 
to this day. 

For a Jew to become a Christian 
means to make a sharp break with 
the past by changing his religion. 
In the eyes of his own people he is 
something of a renegade, an apos- 
tate, a traitor to God and his own 
faith, He is an outcast in the 
Jewish community. 

If that’s true now, in the twen- 
tieth century, we can only imagine 
how much more pressure those 
forces had in the Jerusalem of Our 
Lord’s time—Jerusalem, all-Jewish, 
the capital of the Jewish State, 
with its mighty Temple and its 
priesthood carrying out the in- 
tricate detail of the established 
worship. It was enough to fill any 
Jew with justifiable pride when- 
ever he thought of his religious 
heritage. If a Jew stands to lose 
anything today, naturally speaking, 
by changing his religion, imagine 
what such a change must have rep- 
resented in the time of Our Lord! 


The Jews Accepted the Miracles! 


And yet—think of this—Chris- 
tianity started in Jerusalem. That 
city was the cradle of our Faith. 
It was there, precisely, beneath the 
very shadow of the Jewish Temple, 
that Jews began flocking into 
Christianity by thousands—chang- 
ing their religion and making the 
many painful social adjustments 
Mhat must have been necessary: 
the Apostles, the Disciples, the 
thousands of Jews baptized on that 
first Pentecost: St. Stephen, St.

attack on relicion,” but they had 
no cooperation outside their own 
groups. Today churchmen are 
presently cooperating with athe- 
ists and agnostics for the removal 
of religion from the school life of 
the child. 

Even in 1900, according to So- 
kelsky, “Protestant Christianity 
swerved in many places from re- 
ligion and the Bible to an ethical 
system, which, while accepting 
Jesus as among the great moral 
teachers of the human race, de- 
voted itself more to social service. 
Many clergymen ceased to preach 
with texts from the Bible.. They 
turned rather to discussions of 
plays, books, politics. The sermon 
hecame the sole attraction of their 
service.” : 

Referring te the year which 
opens the second half century, So- 
kolsky writes: 

As 1950 is approached, moral - 
problems attract renewed atten- 
tion. There is an extraordinary 
revival of interest in religion. 
Church attendance has increased 
and the Bible has regained its 
popularity. Not the least sig- 
nificant factor in this resurrec- 
tion of interest is the radio per- 
formance of “The Greatest. 
Story Ever Told,” the work of 
Fulton Oursler, a layman con- 
verted to Roman Catholicism. 

But the greatest factor of all 
was the war and its aftermath, . 
Soviet Russia’s Marxian mate- 
rialism. 

Back in 1932 Pope Pius XI ob- 
served in a special Encyclical: “Un- 
til recent years the atheist was an 
isolated individual, lost in the 
crowd, and, therefore, harmless. 
But today people, who lack active 
faith in God, who are disconsolate, 
and suffer privations, afford a fer- 


| tile field for atheistic propaganda, 


and the ungodly are taking every 
advantage of their opportunity.” 
Even in that year the Pope ap- 
pealed to non-Catholic believers 
throughout the world to “form a 
united front against the battalions 
of evil, who are enemies of God, 
no less than of the human race.” 
He appealed to them to be as 
strong for God as His enemies are 
strong against Him.

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Sacred Heart Academy, 
Church's History In 
Manhattan, Kans., Told

ENTY-FIVE years after the founding of Manhattan as 
a city, the present Catholic Church was established. Pre- 


vious to this, Jesuit priests from St. Mary’s Indian Mission in| 


St. Mary’s, Kansas, offered Mass one Sunday each month in 


the home of Mrs. J. T. Ellicott, niece of Archbishop Elder of | 
‘Cincinnati. The old Methodist church was bought by Father | 


Bernard Nuttman who granted? 


Mrs. Ellicott the privilege of 
choosing the patron of the parish. 
She chose the Seven Dolors, BVM. 

The Rev. A. T. Ennis, the first 
resident pastor, came in August, 
1881. He was born in Rome, Italy, 
and was ordained for the Coving- 
ton, Kentucky, diocese. In August, 
1884, he was replaced by the Rev. 
C. D. Curtin, who paid off the bal- 
_ ance of the church debt and built 

a parish rectory. 

Under the pastorship of the Rev. 
J. M. J. Reade, one time an Indian 
Missionary, the parish purchased 
the Colonel Anderson property in 
June, 1908, for a parochial school. 


After adding equipment and im- 
provements, Sacred Heart academy 
opened in September, 1908, with 
the Sisters of-St. Joseph from 
Concordia in charge with Sister 
Louise as principal. 

This acadeniy offered the first 
high school course in Manhattan 
and was the first Catholic high 
school.in the’ Concordia diocese. 
This course has been accredited 
since 1916. 


After Father Réade’s unexpected 
death in January, 1913, the Rev. 
A. J. Luckey came to Manhattan 
from Elisworth, Kansas, the follow- 
ing month. 


Shortly after Father Luckey’s 
arrival the Newman club was or- 
ganized for the Catholic students 
attending Kansas State college. 
The Knights of Columbus was or- 
ganized in 1916. 


The Rev. Joseph Browne took 
charge of the parish for four 
months in 1918 during which time 
Father Luckey was a chaplain in 
the United States army. Twenty- 
eight young men from the parish 
served in the army and navy dur- 
ing the war. 

In December, 1919, it was decid- 
ed to build a new church. A con- 
tract for the building was given to 
Mont J. Green, a parishioner. The 
building was dedicated October 31, 
1920, by Bishop Lillis of Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

The church is a beautiful exam- 
ple of the Romanesque type of 
architecture, well proportioned and 
harmonious in detail. A_ rectory 
of brick harmonizing with the 
church was completed in January, 
‘1925. 

On November 30, 1934, Father 
Luckey was appointed a Domestic 
Prelate to His Holiness, Pius XI, 
with the title .Rt. Rev. Monsignor. 

In July, 1937, the first assistant 
was assigned to the parish. He was 
also chaplain at the St. Mary hos- 
pital and taught religion at Sacred 
Heart academy. He has been suc- 
ceeded by five assistants, the pres- 
ent one being the Rev. Richard 
Dreiling. 

In July, 1938, the Methodist 
Church Sunday School annex was 
purchased and moved to the SHA 
grounds. It was remodeled into 
three classrooms for the grade 
school. 

Another room and an office were 
added to the grade school in Sep- 
tember, 1945. 

July 29, 1943, the parish .pur- 
chased the property opposite the 
church to be used as a play ground 
and parking lot or as the site of a 
new high school and a parish hall. 

One hundred and thirty-nine men 
and women of the parish served in 
World War Il. Seven of them were 
kiMed. 

A dinner and program were 
given in February, 1948, honoring 
Msgr. Luckey for his 35 years of 
work in this parish. The progress 
in the parish is in itself a manifest 
tribute to his work. Because of 
his priestly direction, his capable 
leadership and personal interest in 
everyone, parishioners have looked 
to him for imspiration. In him 
they have a true spiritual father. 

Thé parish has long seen the 
need of a new high school and in 
anticipation of the day when the 
word would be oo. 8 has as

Old, Yet New 


Way back in St. Paul’s time there 
were family problems and disorders 
just as there are today. If you 
wish to see this more clearly, read 


the letters he wrote to the Corin- 
thians and the Ephesians. 

But now back to our question: 
what are the duties of a model 
father, mother, or child? 

First of all St. Paul in his letter 
to the Ephesians gives us all a 
general principle to follow: “Give 
thanks always . ...to God and the 
Father: Being subject one to an- 
other in the fear of Christ.” 


The Wife 


Then St. Paul singles out the dif- 
ferent members of the family. He 
shows in what particular way this 
principle must be exercised by each 
one. First he tells the wives to be 
subject to their husbands as if 
their husbands were our Lord Him- 
self. Then those beautiful and 
often quoted words of St. Paul, 
those that give the reason why 
wives should be subject to their 
husbands. “Because the husband 
is the head of the wife, as Christ 
is the head of the Church. He is 
the savior of his body. Therefore 
as the Church is subject to Christ; 
so also let the wives be subject to 
their husbands in all things.” 


The Husband 


So far it seems that St. Paul has 
placed all the obligations on the 
wife and has exempted the husband 


from any requirements. Such, how-

1939, suggested sex 
education in the schools as a rem- 
edy for loose moral conditions, the 
Hon. Frank E. Johnson of the 
Brooklyi Municipal Court wrote a 
letter to the Brooklyn Eagle de- 
nouncing the plan, which read in 
part: 


“I did not notice that any one 
showed how teaching these young 
people physical facts would cause 
an improvement in ‘theif moral 
conduct. If there was anything 
that the exposure of conditions 
emphasized it was that the shock- 
ing situation was the natural con- 
sequence of the absence, in the 
school system, of the teaching of 
morality, with or without a relig- 
ious background. It may be dif- 
ficult to teach one without the 
other, but since’ all the present 
system is permitted to do is, ob- 
liquely, to teach ethics, and is 
strictly forbidden to approach 
conduct from the standpoint of 
religion, the so-called icodiienneaal 
of the public schools is the logical 
result of a strained interpretation 
of our Constitutional provisions.

Many men, and I mean heads of 
families, seek relief from nagging 
fives by drinking and many wives 
with too much time on their hands 
seck relief from what they call 
horedom and either drink privately 
or in some cozy cocktail bar; all 
this adds up to divorce. 

“Children of families following 
the example of their parents think 
it smart to frequent beer joints 
because after. all, ‘Pa and ma do 
the same thing.’ Don’t get me 
wrong, I am not against taking a 
drink; in fact, I take a drink my- 
self, but as a divorce court judge 
I have been. convinced that liquor 
causes too many broken homes 
without any good reason.” 


Judge Scott said there are too 
many organizations in the country 
which profess an interest in com- 
batting the evils of divorce but

all.”
